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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amending claims 107 and 108 to require a suction line extending from the suction source up to the suction 
nozzles is a new limitation not previously presented that would require further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that elements 3 of Soble are not suction nozzles, but instead are used to supply fluid, and thus Soble fails to disclose one 
or more suction nozzles running in the shape of a loop and extending in circumferential direction of the working duct as recited in the 
claims. However, Soble clearly discloses that in the sleeves comprising multiple lumens, at least one of the lumens may be connected to an 
aperture and serve as a channel for suction, irrigation, or ventilation (for example, see column 3, lines 18-30). Therefore, it is clearly 
disclosed that elements 3 can be utilized for suction if so desired, in which elements 3 run in the shape of a loop and extend in 
circumferential direction of a working duct 1 as recited in the claims. The applicant also argues that unlike Soble's loops, the applicant's 
loops define an annulus, or are oval ring shaped. However, such a description is not recited in the claims. A "loop" as defined by, for 
example, Merriam-Online Dictionary, is a curved line that can be open or closed (like a closed ring). Therefore, although Soble's loops are 
open loops, it is the examiner's position that Soble discloses loops as recited in the claims. The examiner recommends amending the 
claims to require the structure argued and as disclosed in the specification in order to overcome the loops disclosed by Soble. Finally, the 
applicant's arguments with respect to whether it would be obvious to modify Soble to obtain such a feature is moot, since it is the 
examiner's position that Soble discloses the loops as recited in the claims. 
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
